fn 1527 Pedro de Alvarado began 
the first city on the lower slopes of 
Agua. In 1541 canie a night of tor- 
tential rain, ligutning, thunder and 
vearth rumblings, then a_ terrifying 
shudder. The crater of Agua was 
torn apart and the lake whieh filled 
it-rushed down to overwhelm the city. 

A new capital, bullt a few miles to 
the northeast, in time became one of 
the most imposing cities of the New 
World, with splendid palaces and 


more than 60 Impresstve church build- : 


ings. The old city was but a memory, 
earthquifkes were forgotten, and all 


Seemed..well as the new .caplial grow | 


richer and more powerful. In 1717, 
with an eruption of Fuego, came an 
earthquake that leveled the city, Again: 
{t was bullt and again shaken down 
in 1773, the year’ ot “the Boston Tea 
Party. 

The capital was again transferred, 
this time 30 miles away to the site 
of the present city, and the life of the 
people moved on until in 1917 came a 
series of tremblings that first cracked 
the thick adobe walls and then caused 
them to crumble. Since 1917 the eapt- 
tal city has again been practically re- 
built, thus illustrating the tenacity 
with which people cling to homes that 
have been erected where the shadow 
of some volcanc falla. 

The. population of the present ecapt- 
tal. is: more ‘ttian 100,000. The city, 
set In the midst of the Valley of the 
Rio de las Vacas (Cow river), is 
hemmed in by low mountain ridges 
and a group of imposing voleances. 

The central plaza is not beautiful 
now. The ‘earthquake partly ruined 
the {mposing cathedral to the enst; 
the Chinese, as a memorial, have built 
a number of- pagodalike buildings 
to the north; the dignified Centennial 
building occupies another side: and 
the Portales, with Httle oneand-two- 
story shops, complete .the quadrangle. 
It fs a curious picture of ruin, dignity, 
tawdriness and pagodas, 

The street paving ts none too good. 
The four-wheel coach, ¢rawn by two 
dejected steeds, is still the usual 
mode of conveyance, although the 
city Is full of private motor cars. 

On the Mixco Road. 

Ten miles away, In the village of 
Mixco, live the Indians who each day 
earry to the capital the foudstuffs 
which {ts people buy. The road from 
Mixce to Guatemala City ts one of 
the fascinating moving >ictures of 
Central America. These Indians 
ruise the vegetables, fowls, eggs. and 
frults that they sell, and also manv- 
facture the simple necessaries of 
everyday life, such as coars2-woven 
saddlebags, hempen belts used by the 
driver to fasten the pack to his anl- 
mal, women's blouses und girdles, 
and hundreds of other articles used 
by housewife, taborer, an@ ox-driver.

CALIFORNIA 


NEWS BRIEFS 


Completion of the inspection and 
Heensing of 352 maternity hospitals 
and homes in California having a 
total of 2,391 beds, was announced 
last week by the State Department of 
Public Health. Licenses were grant- 
ed to 213 hospitals and 139 maternity 
homes. 


Will Rogers, humorist and erstwhile 
mayor of Beverly Hills, was last week 
urged to give up his cowboy togs and 
seek the toga of a United States 
Senator. State Treasurer Charles G. 
Johnson announced that “in all seri- 
‘ousnese” he is not only advocating 
Rogers as Senator from California, 
but has sent the comedian a telegram 
proposing that he stand for office at 
the 1928 election against Senator 
Hiram Johnson. 


The State Highway Commission now 
is making replacements of trees along 
the 685 of state highways now tree- 
lined. The trees include black wal- 
nut, European sycamore, Arizona ash, 
black locust, Counties in which high- 
way replacements are to be made in- 
clude, among others, Sacramento, 
Yolo, Colusa, Glenn, Butte, Tehama, 
Sonoma, Solano, Napa, San Joaquin, 
Piacer, Humboldt and Lake counties. 


To combat infantile paralysis or 
other children’s diseases, a perpetual 
gift, amounting to $5,000 a year, has 
been made to the University of Cali- 
fornia, according to announcement 
from President W. W. Campbell.

A liking for outdvor 
life prompted him to leave his home 
in Des Moines, lowa, for cow punch- 
ing.
